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Section 1.56 Duty to Disclose Information Material to Patentability. 

(a) A patent by its very nature is affected with a public interest. The public interest is best 
served, and the most effective patent examination occurs when, at the time an application is being examined, the 
Office is aware of and evaluates the teachings of all information material to patentability. Each individual 
associated with the filing and prosecution of a patent application has a duty of candor and good faith in dealing 
with the Office, which includes a duty to disclose to the Office all information known to that individual to be 
material to patentability as defined in this section. The duty to disclose information exists with respect to each 
pending claim until the claim is cancelled or withdrawn from consideration, or the application becomes 
abandoned. Information material to the patentability of a claim that is cancelled or withdrawn from consideration 
need not be submitted if the information is not material to the patentability of any claim remaining under 
consideration in the application. There is no duty to submit information which is not material to the patentability 
of any existing claim. The duty to disclose all information known to be material to patentability is deemed to be 
satisfied if all information known to be material to patentability of any claim issued in a patent was cited by the 
Office or submitted to the Office in the manner prescribed by § § 1 97(b)-(d) and 1.98. However, no patent will 
be granted on an application in connection with which fraud on the Office was practiced or attempted or the duty 
of disclosure was violated through bad faith or intentional misconduct. The Office encourages applicants to 
carefully examine: 

(1) prior art cited in search reports of a foreign patent office in a counterpart application, 

and 

(2) the closest information over which individuals associated with the filing or prosecution 
of a patent application believe any pending claim patentably defines, to make sure that any material 
information contained therein is disclosed to the Office. 

(b) Under this section, information is material to patentability when it is not cumulative to 
information already of record or being made of record in the application, and 

(1) It establishes, by itself or in combination with other information, a prima facie case of 
unpatentability of a claim; or 

(2) It refutes, or is inconsistent with, a position the applicant takes in: 

(i) Opposing an argument of unpatentability relied on by the Office, or 

(ii) Asserting an argument of patentability. 

A prima facie case of unpatentability is established when the information compels a conclusion that a claim is 
unpatentable under the preponderance of evidence, burden-of-proof standard, giving each term in the claim its 
broadest reasonable construction consistent with the specification, and before any consideration is given to 
evidence which may be submitted in an attempt to establish a contrary conclusion of patentability. 

(c) Individuals associated with the filing or prosecution of a patent application within the 
meaning of this section are: 

(1) Each inventor named in the application; 

(2) Each attorney or agent who prepares or prosecutes the application; and 

(3) Every other person who is substantively involved in the preparation or prosecution of 
the application and who is associated with the inventor, with the assignee or with anyone to whom there 
is an obligation to assign the application. 

(d) Individuals other than the attorney, agent or inventor may comply with this section by 
disclosing information to the attorney, agent, or inventor.

DECLARATION CLAIMING SMALL ENTITY STATUS - 
SMALL BUSINESS CONCERN

I, JAMES A. MOORER, hereby declare as follows: 

lam Senior Vice President, Advanced Development of Sonic Solutions, located at 101 
Rowland Way, Novato, California 94545 (the "Company"). 

The Company qualifies as a Small Business Concern, under the definition given below, 
for the purpose of paying reduced fees to the United States Patent and Trademark Office in 
connection with the prosecution and maintenance of the above-identified -patent application.

Concerns are "Affiliates" of each other when either, directly 
or indirectly, one concern controls or has the power to control the other, or a third party or parties 
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controls or has the power to control both. The number of employees of the business concern is the 
average over the fiscal year of the persons employed during each of the pay periods of the fiscal year. 
Employees are those persons employed on a full-time, part-time or temporary basis during the 
previous fiscal year of the concern. 

By "Independent Inventor" is meant any inventor who (1) has not assigned, granted, 
conveyed, or licensed, and (2) is under no obligation under contract or law to assign, grant, convey, 
or license, any rights in the invention to any person who could not likewise be classified as an 
Independent Inventor if that person had made the invention, or to any concern which would not 
qualify as a Small Business Concern or a Nonprofit Organization, 

By "Nonprofit Organization" is meant any of the following: 

(1) a university or other institution of higher education located in any country; or 

(2) an organization of the type described in Section 501(c)(3) of the Internal 
Revenue Code of 1954 (26 U.S. 501(c)(3)) and exempt from taxation under Section 501(a) of the 
Internal Revenue Code (26 U.S. 501(a)); or 

(3) any nonprofit scientific or educational organization qualified under a nonprofit 
organization statute of a state of this country (35 U.S.C. 201(i)); or 

(4) any nonprofit organization located in a foreign country which would qualify 
as a nonprofit organization under sub-paragraphs (2) or (3) immediately above if it were located in 
this country. 

I acknowledge the duty to file, in this application or patent, notification of any change 
in status resulting in loss of entitlement to small entity status prior to paying, or at the time of paying, 
the earliest of the issue fee or any maintenance fee due after the date on which status as a small entity 
is no longer appropriate.
